Last week there was a story of 
Cook's Hill. the old voleano in South 
Wilmington.

Now the Town Crier has“been told 
that the Burlington Dam has changed 
things. That dam is familiar to many 
readers. It was the cause a few years 
ago. of “Weeping Hill,” down at the 
Burlington - Wilmington line. where 
water came through the hill from the 
Burlington reservoir 

The construction of the dam seems 
to have cut off water flow to the Cook 
Hill area, according to residents. The 
dam is 4200 feet away - but the hill 
be described as being upstream 
the six families who live on the hill 
have wells, drilled into the ground 
Gqreful husbandry of the water is 
wes in some instances at least. but 
there is (or has been) water. One of 
the wells, belonging to the Sullivan 
amily. is 440 feet deep. That's down 
on Border Avenue. The well is now 
dry. and the Sullivan's say it is the 
dam 
That will come up Saturday. in the 
Wilmington ‘Town Meeting. under ar 
ticles 21 and 22

Buczynski Analysis 


The Wilmington Town Meeting of 
last Saturday, to judge by remarks 
made both in the meeting and 
afterward, Mike Buczynski of Marcia 
Road. Wilmington made more of an 
ion on many voters in five 
than did several school of- 
ficials in 40 


The school budget had been in- 
troduced by Chairman John Brooks at 
4:34 p.m. The superintendent of 
schools spoke on the budget, without 
discussing salaries, until § p.m. and 
then the business manager took over 
Mr. DeLuca spoke until 5:14 p.m., 
talking of business procedures, and 
assuring the voters that the town's 
money is not wasted 

‘Then Mike took over. He is a mild 
almost diffident man. He told the 
town meeting that he had taken notes, 
during the hearings on the school 
budget. He had data, mostly from the 
February 16 meeting. 

Mike said he was in favor of good 
education. The budget, he noted, was, 
of considerable magnitude. He 
credited Dr. Eisenberg, high scheol 
principal, with a good arrangement. 

Then Mike began to analyze the 
number of pupils, to the number of 
teachers. His analysis was not quite 
fair, in that he omitted some 
classifications, but it was delivered'in 
a quite and yet intense manner 

The pupil/teacher ratio was what 
interested him. From Kindergarten 
through grade eight Mike found the 
ratio to be 16.75 pupils, He found the 
high school teachers had a ratio of 20 
pupils to a class. 

Thirty-two teachers, at $10 thou- 
sand, he pointed out, was $320,000. He 
went on to work on the credits needed 
for graduation, and discussed the 
aspects of teaching with the credits 
earned from teachers. His figures 
produced that 76 teachers were need- 
ed, for Wilmington High School, and 
then he showed that that was the 
aumber of teachers. 

Carrying on his analysis, Mike 
found that there were 173 non- 
teaching staff personnel, or one full 
time non-teacher for every two 
teachers 

His work continued, to the number 
of personnel that could be saved, with 
an average of 20 students to a class, 
from kindergarten to high school. The 
salaries, as he figured them, would be 
$595,105 less, at a 20 per class figure - 
and that would mean a sum of $1534 
“we could give to every graduate 
from Wilmington High, for his college 
expenses.”

Tighe, Cushing respond 


The following two responses come 
on the heels of the Al Fessenden 
hockey interview and the “Let's im- 
prove WHS roundball” column. Jay 
Tighe and Jack Cushing chose to offer 
the Town Crier some sports feedback 
concerning the two articles. 

Jay Tighe on the Fessenden inter- 
view: 

Tighe hopes that the next 
Wilmington High School hockey coach 
will be a “motivator.” “It is the 
coaches’ job to motivate the boys, 
says Tighe, ‘Fessenden’s statement 
about some boys not giving a total 
team effort is a cop out on thecoach's 
part." 

When asked if he thought that 
mature young men should have some 
degree of self-motivation Pighe 
replied - “that’s a lot of bunk - the kids 
are crying out for a coach who can 
motivate them.” 

It is known that several WHS 
hockey players were frustrated about 
the situation surrounding the MVHL 
team and went to their Bantam Coach 
Gordie Carlin for advice.

‘The kids didn't quit, but the frustra- 
tion, disorganization and lack of dis- 
cipline stuck out like a sore thumb in 
the 13-0 loss to Billerica at season's 
end.
